Town Planning Still 
Needs Consideration 


The Edmonton town planning 
report is an interesting docu- 
ment, It is impressive, It leads 
you through many important 
avenues, It dangles striking sug- 
gestions for improvement It 
strikes deft blows of criticism 
It winds up in a blaze of words 
and leaves you just where you 
started, still wondering what to 
do about plans for Edmonton's 
improvement. 

Possibly one reason is that the 
report was to be s general re- 
port, Possibly the idea is that the 
permanent planner should work 
out the details and that the re- 
port should simply impress the 
public with the need for an ade- 
quately established planning 
board. Possibly we just expected 
too much in the wey of lucidity. 


Planning Board 
Is Needed 


Among points covered, it cer- 
tainly provides expert approval 
of the fact that in ctder to have 
adequate planning of the kind 
needed for the future welfare of 
the City, there must be a Plan- 
ning Board with full authority to 
act so city departments cannot 
ignore the needs of planning, or 
the established plans, each time 
it suits departmentel expediency. 

It also gives expert approval 


to the proposition made some 
time ago that it is essential a 
commission be set up to deal 


with the surrounding municipali- 
ties. Possibly this will serve to 
prevent the new City appointee 
from being ignored when he at- 
tempts to put his ideas into pfac- 
tice, 

It may even impress the Pro- 
vincial Government with the 
need for taking some part in the 
development and planning of 
what is termed the “metropoiitan 
area 
In stressing the need for spe- 
ial traffic arteries, the experts 
ave only confirmed what has 
apparent for years. Their 
cific suggestions for avoiding 
town bottlenecks are highly 
imaginative and interesting. 

Yet while they outline their 
plan diverting the Calg 
Highway traffic through new 
ravine roads and over new 

idges with a total disregard 
for the millions they would cost, 
there seems to be a total neglect 


b 


for 
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of the possible roads which could 
be adapted to serve a similar 
purpose at but a fraction of the 
expense. 

It may be one thing to take a 
map and draw lines to form an 
ideal highway system, But when 
those lines cut through hills and 
buildings, it becomes an expen- 
sive undertaking. 

There is much to be sald for 
locating the Auditorium and 
other cultural buildings in the 
area between 100 and -09 streets 
south of Jasper with all the ad- 
vantages of the river valley as a 
striking outlook. 

There would be but for the 
fact there is mot a vacant parcel 
of land in the whole area. 

If we adopted the ruthless 
policy of sweeping apartments 
and homes from the necessary 
area to provide space for cul- 
tural buildings, and the parking 
facilities to go with them, and 
established the bus-lines neces- 
sary to carry the patrons to those 
buildings, it would be perfect. 
But how much would that cost. 


Wastage Problem 
Carefully Covered 


The report carefully covers the 
existing mistake of permitting 
what it terms “wastage” of ware- 
house and industrial areas by 
permitting other types of estab- 
lishments to occupy space. 

It also stresses the fact, over- 
looked for too long, that the 
river valley could be developed 
to the advantage of the city, But 
did these experts consider the 
practicability of developing the 
valley? This could be done by 
using some of the open settings 
available as sites for cultural 
buildings and some of the park de- 
va@lopment for panking. Then, 
one of the suggested traffic arter- 
jes could be used for reaching 


such an area, thereby accom- 
plishing three things af once 
without trying to establish 


centres in places where there is
